STEWART, Isaac Mitton, Bishop 
of Draper, Salt Lake county, Utah, 
from 1856 to 1890, was the son of Bick- 
ley Stewart and Alice Hopkins and 
was born at Burlington, New Jersey, 
“March 14. 1815. He was of Scotch- 
Irish descent and his father was a sol- 
eier of the Revolution under George 
Washington. His father died when
